LONDON, Sept. 2.—A report 
W A S 
current here today that a treaty of 
alliance between Great Britain and 
Germany, on the lines of the speech 
of Mr. Chamberlain, the secretary 
of state for the colonies, was actually 
completed yesterday. 
This is prob- 
ably an amplification of the gossip 
relative to the daily visits of Count 
Von 
Hatzfeldt-Weidenburg, 
the 
German ambassador, to the British 
foreign office during the past fort- 
night, which have been attributed 
to a desire upon the part of Ger- 
many and Great Britain to formu- 
late a common policy in regard to 
Russia and China. 
Another expla- 
nation of the German ambassador's 
visits to the foreign office here is 
that they relate to the mixed tri- 
bunals of Egypt, the international 
agreement on the subject ending in 
February. 


Through French and Russian in- 
fluence the court has always ham- 
pered the British plans for the use 
of the Egyptian savings and the 
advancement of Egypt. 
Now, it is 
said, an agreement has been almost 
reached by which Germany will 
support the British views relative 
to the future composition and pow- 
ers of the mixed tribunals. 


It is said that as a quid pro quo 
for Germany's support in Egypt, 
Great Britain will recognize Ger- 
many's claims to uLilize Syria as an 
outlet for her surplus population. 


K1Ì.W.SPAPER OPINIONS. ^ 


The Pall Mall Gazette this after- 
noon says it has received from a 
source in which it has every confi- 
dence, information that the Anglo- 
German agreement was signed this 
week by Mr. Balfour and the Ger- 
man ambassador in behalf of the 
respective powers. 


Continuing the Pall Mall Gazette 
says that while the agreement is re- 
stricted, it embraces an offensive 
and defensive alliance in certain 
eventualities. The Pall Mall Gazette 
adds : 


"This new and momentous de- 
parture in our foreign policy comes 
as a natural development of the 
European situation. ' ' 


The Pall Mall Gazette then quotes 
the speech which Mr. Chamberlain 
made at Birmingham on May 13 
last, bidding for a German alliance, 
and continues : 


"Latterly it has been evident, 
from the tone of the semi-official 
German press, that the two govern- 
ments have been drawing closer and 
finally there were prolonged con- 
ferences between Count Hatzfeldfe 
and Mr. Balfour.

General Shafter 
Talks of the

Xo Time to Make Of neh Desired 


Preparations. 


Privations of Sick and Wounded 


Were Unavoidable. 


The Best Was Done That Circamstances 


Would Permit—All Thlnjcs Turned 


Oat for the Best. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—A wide in- 
vestigation of suspicious bids under 
the last call for subscriptions to 
government bonds has been com- 
pleted by Solicitor O'Connell, of the 
treasury department, and he has 
submitted to Secretary Gage the 
mass of testimony on the transac- 
tions. 
Several thousand subscrib- 
ers were examined. 


The facts developed show a syste- 
matic scheme 
operated by 
Sin- 
gle parties to secure a large amount 
of the bonds. 
The investigation 
was the outcome of complaints al- 
leging wrongful dealing on the part 
of many bidders. 
Secretary Gage 
promptly instituted the investiga- 
tion and Solicitor O'Connell, after 
submitting his report, held a con- 
ference with the secretary on the 
developments. 


The reports indicate that millions 
of dollars in bonds were acquired by 
irregular means and that a number 
of New York bidders are involved 
in the cases. 
Many of the bids re- 
ceived from New York are shown to 
have been signed by individuals who 
had no interest in them and sub- 
scribed their names simply at the 
request of or in consideration of 
compensation by other parties, or 
the bids bore signatures that were 
forgeries. 


Many of the bidders, it is stated, 
were hired to sign, and the system 
was carried so far, the report says, 
that virtual agents were employed 
who were paid so much per subscri- 
ber, the last named merely signing 
his name and giving his bid, with 
his signature, to the agent or di- 
rectly to the party seeking control 
of a large amount of bids. 
The re- 
port and the exact facts are with- 
held from publication at this time 
for prudential reasons, but Solicitor 
O'Connell said: 


"There is a large 
amount of 
fraudulent bids." 


It is stated that a further investi- 
gation is to be made and the facts 
developed will be followed in action 
by the secretarj^. 
This may result 
in a refusal to issue the bonds in all 
cases found to have been illegal. 


Secretary Gage says the investiga- 
tion showed that a large amount of 
the bids offered were not bona fide, 
but that in none of the cases in- 
volved in the investigation had the 
bonds been issued to the bidders. 
He said he had no doubt, however, 
that in some instances, as yet un- 
discovered, bonds 
bid 
for in a 
similar way unknown to the depart- 
ment had been issued.

' "OoTfiiation in War. " 
, 


N E W YORK, Sept. 2.—The World 
prints an interview with General 
William R. Shafter in which he is 
represented as saying: 


' 'At Santiago we had to do with 
things as they are, not as they 
should be. 
Of course there was 
sickness. 
It was inevitable in a 
summer campaign. 
Nobody was 
neglected. 
The doctors were scarce 
at first but we had boat loads of 
them as soon as the.y could get there. 
The doctors got sick like the rest. 
They were overworked, and 
ex- 
hausted. 
But their ability is unr 
questionable. 
Look al^ the low per- 
centage of deaths from wounds. 
It 
never was lower in any war. 
Why, 
in the civil war, I lay on the battle- 
field myself until maggots developed 
in my wounds, and that was right 
near by, not down in a malarious, 
subtropical country far away. 


"The men who ordered a summer 
campaign in a fever infested coun- 
try are responsible for the natural 
and unavoidable consequences. 


'None of our wounded were al- 
lowed to lie on the battlefield as I 
was in the civil war. 
Nothing of 
the kind happened. 


'It was the heat that was so 
deadly. 
And the rains. 
Right in 
the midst of the most torid heat a 
shower would fall. It would drench 
everybody without cooling the air. 
In a few minutes under the sun 
again every man would be steam- 
ing. 
Men of the strongest constitu- 
tions succumbed. 


WORSE THAN YELLOW FEVER. 
'Our first case of yellow feyer 
developed at El Caney. 
But the 
army was ripe for it and it spread 
like a prairie fire. Many a man had 
yellow fever who never will know it. 
And to tell the truth it is 
not 
so dangerous as the calentua, or 
heat 
attacks, that 
unacclimated 
men have in the malarious regions 
of Cuba. 
Why, it is a common 
thing for a man's temperature to 
rise from a normal state to 105 in a 
few Hours. That means death in 
most cases. 
It can give cards and 
spades to yellow fever in the game 
of death. 
I'd rather have yellow 
fever. I tell you when a man burns 
up inside there is little hope for 
him. 


"Our men were all unacclimated. 
They never had faced such constant 
heat 
Many of them had never 
slept outdoors before they went 
into camp. 
How could they be 
moulded into proper material for 
such activity ? 


"The men you see coming back 
with the thin bodies and yellow 
faces are suffering from the para- 
site of the lo w fever of the Santiago 
plateau. 
The cool air and good 
home care will cure thom. 


A CHOICE OF EVILS. 


"We had to choose the lesser cf 
the two evils—to ship the men 
north to a healthy climate, not 
wanting to keep them where they 
must die. 
We at the front did not 
wait to let the fever have its run. 
We wanted to save life. 
Now the 
problem was to save the most lives 
possible. 


"We never had a foreign war 
since I8I2I14. 
The United States 
has no hospital ships. 
It was not a 
question of using what was best, 
but what we had. We used the 
transports that brought the troops 
down. 


' 'If I could have had a few weeks 
to equip a hospital ship the condi- 
tions would have been better. 
If 
the war had continued we would 
have stayed right there, fever or no 
fever. 
The sudden end of the war 
was unexpected. 
We •v^ere not pre- 
pared for the unexpected. 
I made 
it an invariable rule to send home 
25 per cent, less men on a transport 
than she had brought south. 
That 
was a fair view to take. 


"I am satisfied with the Santiago 
campaign. 
When it is fully under- 
stood, with all its difficulties, it will 
receive jost place in military his- 
tory. 
We were hurriad off to Cuba. 
We landed and could not have got 
our stores back on board ship if we 
had wanted to. 


"When the invasion was planned 
it was obvious that it must be a 
rush. 
Such it wa«. 
And it was a 
success—complete and unequivocal. 
Many things were done, it is true, 
that were forced upon us by the ex- 
igencies of the hour. 
The means 
employed even under such stress 
proved to be wisely chosen. 
I was 
compelled to do a great many things 
that under different circumstances 
would not have been considered. 


WAS FOR THE BEST. 


"The El Caney fight, I hoped, 
would be finished at 10 a. m., but it 
took until 5 o'clock and I rather 
feel now that it was for the best. 
Had I had Lawton on the right line 
we would have nndoabtedly taken 
the city of Santiago that night, in 
which case only the garrison then 
there would have surrendered to us. 
Whereas, later, all the ttos^ in thei 
region surrounding: ivera' included^ 


I knew that the war was over as 
soon as Toral spoke tomeabout sur- 
rendering the troops in the eastern 
province. 
I almost fell.pTer. 


"We never had on the fighting 
line at any one time moire than 13,- 
000 men: 
And with these we cap- 
e r e d 27,000. 


"Nine thousand Spiuiiards were 
fortified in the be^ iittrehched posi- 
tion I ever saw. 
Indeed, the in 
trenchements were of iBiioh a char- 
cter that shelling with the guns we 
had did not do them serious dam- 
age. 
Where a thirtéâh-inoh shell 
from bur ships dropped into a house 
in the town it demolished the dwel- 
ling ; but all the occupants were 
gone.',' 


"Did Cervera's meii 'lielp in the 
San Juan fight?" WM asked, to 
clear up a mooted point. 


CERVERA'S 
MEN 
FOUGHT GS 
SHORE. 


"Yes, indeed. 
He luid 1,000 men 
ashore from his fieet in the battle of 
July 1. His chief of staff, Buas- 
mente, was killed. 
iLls marines 
and sailors suffered seyerely. 
Cér- 
vera put them all badk ^on board 
July 2 and on the third ' he tried to 
get to sea. 


"The Spaniards were down to 
their last bit of rice when .©ley sur- 
rendered, but they chivalrously de- 
clined on the first day to accept ra- 
tions offered to them. 
They said 
that American charity humiliated 
them, but I noticed that they came 
around for the grub the second 
day." 


"Why was your food supply short 
before San Juan?" 
' 


"I had to act quickly and shove 
my men right into the field, because 
I knew they were growing weaker 
and weaker every hour. 
We had 
plenty of rations, unloaded at the 
shore, but there was only a single 
road hub deep in mud over which 
they could be brought to the front, 
and if we had a thousand army 
wagons we could not have got the 
provisions where they were needed. 
The pack trains saved us. 
They 
were invaluable. " 


What is the condition of Santiago 
today?" was asked. 


CDJIA IS DESOLATED, 


It is in a fair state of health," 
replied General Shafter, 
"Under 
the military governorship now in 
existence it will soon be cleaned and 
made thoroughly healthy. 
It is a 
pretty town, but the surrounding 
country is in a state of wreck. 
You 
can't imagine the desolation of the 
island of Cuba." 


What troops are left to garrison 
Santiago?" 


The only troops of the Fifth 
corps that were left were the Twen- 
ty-fourth infantiy, the remainder 
of the Ninth Massachusetts, about 
100 recruits and the last of the sick 
and wounded. 
These were to have 
left on the day after the Mexico 
sailed and are to reach here tomor- 
row or next day. 
This completes

LEARNING TO GRAB. 


MANILA, Philippine Islands, Sept. 
2.—Several ship loads of insurgent 
troops have invaded the southern 
islands, with the view of seizing 
everything possible prior to the 
settlement of the peace conditions. 
General 
Rios, the Spanish com- 
mander, with a fiotilla of gunboats, 
is acting 
energetically, 
but 
the 
insurgents 
have 
captured 
the 
outlying islands of Romblon and 
Palawan, where they found treas- 
ures to the amount of $42,000, 
The 
prisoners captured have 
arrived 
here. 
Delegates from the Hong 
Kong insurgent junta are to have 
an interview with United States 
Consul Williams tonight and it is 
thought this probably may result in 
a settlement of the insurgent ques- 
tion.

MUNITIONS NOR MKX. 


Some men and some newspapers 
assert that among the lessons en- 
forced by the war is the need of a 
large standing army. They go on 
tc cite the country's recent unpre- 
paredness for war and contend that 
a standing army of 100,000 or 150,- 
000 men would have obviated all 
the distractions to which the nation 
has been subjected. They hope the 
country will profit by its experience 
and create a large regular military 
establishment. 


The country will be in no greater 
need of a large standing army here- 
after than it has been heretofore 
The war teaches no lesson that it 
will. 
Any embarassments that 
have weighed upon the government 
came not frouk the want of a large 
army, but from the want of mu- 
nitions. 
Preparation to equip an 
arm}»- was not begun until 
the 
storm-clouds of war had burst upon 
the land. Within a few weeks after 
war was declared there were in the 
various big camps 13<3,000 volunteers 
ready for service in 
everything 
but equipment. 
Some of the regi- 
ments are 
not 
yet 
equipped. 
There were no uniforms, no modern 
arms, no smokeless powder, none of 
the things that shoula enter essen- 
tially into the equipment of an army 
of today. The soldiers that could be 
sent without delay -to the front were 
the regulars. 
One hundred thou- 
sandjvolunteers,trained in discipline 
and in the bearing of arms, could 
have been sent to the front within 
two weeks after war was declared 
had the government been able to 
equip them. 


Let the government prepare to 
equip a large army. 
No more is 
necessary. 
The men are easy to 
get—men who can fight as no other 
soldiers on earth can fight. Recall 
the work of the volunteers whose 
valor shed such glorious renown on 
the field of Santiago and then reflect 
that the government had swelter- 
ing in its great camps in the United 
States more than 
one 
hundred 
thousand fighting men as brave and 
capable. 


Munitions, not men, is what the 
government should bave constantly 
ready. 
Let the government furnish 
the first and the people will meet 
any emergency with the other—the 
bravest and best of the world's 
blood.

The s ^ n d session of the Lutheran 
synod of Ohio met in St. John's 
chtirch this morning. 


After devotional exercises and the 
adoption of the minutes of the 
previous session a chaplain was ap- 
pointed in the person of Bev. J. F. 
Doescher. The order of the day was 
interrupted by the welcome appear- 
ance of Dr. Gorberding, the delegate 
of the general council of the Luth- 
eran church, bearing the fraternal 
greetings of his body. 
The doctor 
is a well known personality in the 
Lutheran church. 
A book of his, 
"The Way of 
Salvation in the 
Lutheran-Church," has appeared in 
many editions and is read in several 
languages 
by 
thousands. 
The 
doctor spoke in a clear sympathetic 
voice of the attitude of his body to- 
ward the synod of Ohio. He ex- 
plained that the points of difference 
were to be explained in the light of 
the distinctive 
and seperate de- 
velopment 
of 
the 
two bodies 
and ¡that occasiona? local friction 
cpuld and should not prevent a bet- 
ter understanding of the two bodies. 
The climax of the doctor's address 
was reached when he spoke of the 
mission of the Lutheran church and 
his capacity for fulfilling it. 
The 
difference between the church and 
those of sectarian origin, he stated, 
were forther reaching and deeper 
than mere doctrinal 
differences. 
The difference is becoming radical 
for the inspiration of the scriptures 
and their suflBciency for 
saving 
souls are in questiop. 
This differ- 
ence the host of Lutherass should 
see and seeing it recognize in a 
closer union of the several Lutheran 
bodies, a power for conquests equal 
to those in the past. 


Tbe presiding officer. 
Rev. E. 
Boehm, replied in an appropriate 
manner, expressing the regard of 
the Ohio synod for Dr. Garberding 
and its interest in his literary ac- 
tivity and voicing the fraternal sen- 
timent of which he was the bearer. 


After this lileasant interruption 
the synod proceeded with the re- 
port of the committee on book con- 
cern and publications. 


Ifc was reported that Professor 
Schmidt and Rev. P. A. Peter had 
been appointed conjointly to pre- 
pare a history of the Ohio synod in 
both German and English. 
Both 
the project and choice of persons 
were approved. 


The attention of the synod was 
called to complaints made about the 
binding of books issued by the book 
concern. 
Ife was pointed out that 
good paper has been used and that 
no fault should be found when price 
and other conditions are consid- 
ered. 


The capacity of our book concern 
was stated to have been increased 
by the rental of four Linotype ma- 
chines. 
The synod publishes two 
church papers, one in English, the 
Lutheran 
Standard, and one in 
German, 
the 
Kirchen 
Zeitung. 
These papers received attention in 
the next place. The 
committee 
proposed the appointment of a spe- 
cial editor for the Standard, so that 
more attention could be paid to lit- 
erary value and the subscription 
list. 
This was discussed at length. 


THURSDAY .\FTERN00K. 


Yesterday afternoon's session was 
opened by Chaplain J. F. Doescber, 
of Tacoma, Wash., after which fol- 
lowed the election of officers. 


The former president. Dr. C. H. 
L. Schuette, was re-elected. 
Also 
the vice president. Dr. TI. Ernst, of 
St. Paul, and Vice President E. 
Boehme were re-elected. 
The elec- 
tion of secretaries resulted in the 
choice of Prof. D. Ahl, of St. Paul, 
as German, and H. Price as English 
secretary. 
Rev. G. Dornbierer was 
elected as German and the Rav C. 
B, Gohdes, of San Antonio, Texas, as 
English reporter. 
C. Nagel \vas 
elected as treasurer. 


After the election of officers the 
synod proceeded to the order of 
business as arranged by the prelim 
inary committee. 


A question of church polity next 
occupied the attention of the synod. 
The congregations possessing the 
right of initiative and referendum, 
the question arose whether a min- 
ister could vote independently and 
separately from the congregation 
on a subject referred to the congre- 
gation for settlement. 
After pro- 
longed debate the question was de- 
cided in the affirmative and thus 
an olficial interpretation 
of this 
part of the synodical constitution 
given. 


The synod then proceeded to the 
consideration of the report on educa- 
tional institutions. It appears from 
the report that during the past 
two 
years 
twenty-two 
minis- 
ters have been sent 
into 
the 
Lord's vineyard from 
the sem- 
inary in Columbus alone. 
Besides 
this seminary there is one at St 
Paul, Minn., and a third at Hickory, 
N. C. Many brethren have urged 
a consolidation of these seminaries. 
However, it was the concensus of 
opinion that the proper time had 
not come yet. 
It was shown to the 
satisfaction of the synod that the 
central institution 
at Columbus, 
Ohio, should be maintained. 
This 
can be done by the calling of a 
fourth professor. 
The pressure of 
work on the three present pro- 
fessors is too great and considera- 
tion for their welfare should suggest 
speedy and permanent relief. 
Tbe 
synod accordingly resolved to call a 
fourth theological professor to the 
seminary in Columbus, Ohio.

The inter-state commeroe com- 
mission, by a decision today in the 
matter of the passenger rate dis- 
turbances on the Canadian Paoifio 
railroad, involving the propriety of 
differential passenger rates between 
eastern points on the Pacific coast, 
held that the Canadian Pacific is not 
entitled tothediiTerentlal contended 
for. 


The case is one of the mpst im- 
portant that has been befoi'e the 
commission for a long time, the 
American railroad lines and the 
Canadian Pacific having been en- 
gaged six montlLs or more in a war 
in passenger tarift between the east 
and west. 
The decision says : 


"The commission holds that the 
claim made in behalf of the Ameri- 
can roads that no Canadian road is 
entitled to a differential under any 
American line on any American 
business is probable untenable, even 
on the standpoint of the American 
roads, 
as some Canadian roads, 
notably the Grand Trunk, work in 
close connection with 
American 
lines and the public interest in the 
reduced rares caused by competition 
is not to be ignored. " 


The commission, however, states 
that it has no power to allow or dis- 
allow the differential in dispute, but 
would consider it extremely fortun- 
ate if 
the 
conclusions 
reached 
should be made the basis of a care- 
ful adjustment. The commission in 
conclusion says : 


"It must be distinctly understood 
that we do not recammend the set- 
tlement of the controversy by the 
making of any agreement, involv- 
ing arbitration or otherwise, which 
is in violation of the anti-trust law 
as interpreted by the United States 
supreme court. Such features of the 
past or future history of this contro- 
versy as may in our judgment ren- 
der appropriate a statement or rec- 
ommendation to congress, it will be 
presented in our annual report to 
that body. So far as our oiScial ac- 
tion can affect the matter we con- 
cludo that we ought not at present 
to rescind the suspension orders 
hereto made ; but if the difQculty 
should be adjusted in accordance 
with, the views above expressed, ifc 
may becomo our duty to revoke the 
jjermission granted by 
tlieso or- 
ders."

Superintendent Law and Civil Engi 
neer 
Erickson, representing tne 
Pennsylvania, and Saperintendont 
Oonld, Shperintendent of Conscrac- 
tion Banes, Civil Engineer Wood- 
worth and Attorney Hammond, of 
Lafayette, represented the Wabash. 


The 6ity officials first visited the 
proposed sites of the tunnels on 
Harrison and Clinton streets and ex- 
amined the advantages claimed for 
each. In the conference Superin- 
tendent Law expressed no especial 
opposition to a tuuuel on Harrison 
but opposed a subway on Clinton. 
Superintendent Gould was opposed 
to building the tunnel on Harrison, 
but expressed no decided opposition 
to Clinton. The talk was, of course, 
only informal, but the engineers of 
the two railways were instructed to 
furnish the board of works with a 
profile of the tracks and improve- 
ments at the two sites. 
The gen- 
eral opinion was in favor of a tun- 
nel, but where to place it was the 
absorbing question. 


Mr. Gould said a tunnel at Har- 
rison street would be very detri- 
mental to the interests of the Wa- 
bash, not only iu the cost of con- 
struction, but in the loss of business. 
The south entrance of the tunnel 
would of necessity be several hun- 
dred feet from the tracks, making 
the distance from the business cen- 
ter of the city to the freight house 
by that route at least three or four 
blocks greater than it is at present. 
This, Mr. Gould argued, would un- 
doubtedly lead the 
draymen 
to 
throw 
all the 
business 
they 
could 
control 
to 
other 
roads 
whose freight houses wereTiearer 
and as a consequence the Wabash 
would be deprived of much freight 
that under different conditions it 
might 
receive. 
Another 
reason 
why the Wabash protests against 
the Harrison street tunnel is the 
expense it will put upon the com- 
pany in the way of raising its 
tracks, in comparison with which 
the cost of construction of the tun- 
nel will be a mere trifle. At Harri- 
son street the Wabash tracks are 
two feet lower than the Pittsburg 
and to give the proper deptn to the 
tunnel the tracks will have to be 
raised to a level with those of the 
latter road. There is already a down 
grade from Calhoun street to the 
St. Mary's river. 
If the elevation 
for the tunnel is made, Mr. Gould 
says, the company will be forced to 
raise its tracks, not only in the 
yards and at tho round house and 
shops, bub on the main line to a 
point several rods west 
of 
the 
bridge, entailing an outlay of thou- 
sands of dollars from which there 
will be no return.

There were ten or a dozen people 
at the board of works office last 
evening to watch proceedings as to 
the disposition to be made of the 
south 
side streets 
paved 
with 
asphalt. 
Some of them were op- 
posed to accepting the work, while 
others were not. 
J. K. McCracken 
was absent owing to the death of 
his brother, and Messrs. Eggemann 
and Kane decided to postpone hear- 
ing the property holders until next 
Tuesday evening. 
Contractor Gue- 
lich was present to explain matters. 


The assessment roll for the pave- 
ment on East Creighton avenue, and 
that on Hoagland avenue also, were 
approved, no remonstrants appear- 
ing to offer any objections. 


The board approved the bonds of 
W. H. Getting and H. A. Gerberd- 
ing, for constructing sidewalks, and 
granted a plumbers' and gas fitters' 
license to Albert Rolf. 


Sealed proposals were opened and 
contracts awarded as follows : 


For paving Clinton street with 
brick, from Superior street to the 
Nickel Plate railroad—Moellering 
& Co., Metropolitan block, $6,40 per 
lineal foot; Nelsonville block, 16.27;
